Steacy, that this council 
vertise in the Toronto and Montreal 
papers, the fact that Napanee is pre- 
pared to give substantial aid to any 
manufacturer looking for a good place 
to locate.” 

“Moved by Coun. Waller, seconded 
by Coun, Stevens, that this council, in 
a body, meet the representatives of 
the Dominion Rock Brill Co., and if 
@n arrangement can be arrived at, a 
by-law be prepared in order that it 
may be put in shape and be in readi- 
ness to be voted upon at the coming 
municipal elections.”

WILL BUILD NEW FACTORY. 


The Dominion Rock Drill Co., under 
the able manageinent of Mr. E. J. Roy 
finds itself in a position where their 
present buildings and equipment are 
totally inadeguate to handle the a- 
mount of businessoffered. It 1s there- 
fore necessary that they secure at once 
larger premises and better facilities. 
With this end-in view the represent- 
atives of the company met the town 
council on Wednesday evening to see 
ifan agreement could be arrived at 
between the Company and the town 
whereby the company would erect 
their new buildings here instead of 
going elsewhere.

§ The buildings will be, machine shop, 
50x15) feet, two stories high, boiler 
‘hop and moulding shop, 50x150, one 
Btorey high, also extra buildings for 
pftice, store room, forging shop, engine 
and boiler room, and storage sheds for 
coal, coke, sand, iron, ete, The 
buildings will be steel frame, and 
either concrete, cement blocks or 
brick and practically fire proof, Trav- 
elling cranes will be provided in the 
machine, moulding and boiler shops. 
‘A large quantity of new machinery 
will be required to manufacture new 
lines of machinery the company will 
produce. A complete compressed air 
plant will be provided for the boiler 
Shop, and a steam hammer for the 
forging shop. In future everything 
entering into the machinery manu- 
factured by the company will as far as 

ossible be made in their own factory. 
Railway sidings will also be provided 
for the buildings. The present capital 
of the company is 340.000 and this will 
be increased to $100.000, The value of 
the new buildings, when equipped, will 
be between $50,000 and $60.000.

Had not set uv the doors—This 
clause is added to qualify the state- 
ment just made, The reason for 
the postponement of this part of the 
construction is apparent.

CONDITIONS IN SIBERIA. 


Population Increases at Rate of 
_ Half a Million a Year. 


The population of Siberia, now 
eleven millions, increases at the 
rate of half a million per annum. 
Siberia contains two a 
districts, capable of being civilized, 
each as large as Prussia, viz., the 
plain in the Government of Tobolsk, 
east of the Urals, and north of 
the Trans-Siberian railway, and 
the steepe in the Government of 
Tomsk, south of the railway to the 
Altai mountains. These two dis- 
tricts have the densest popu- 
lation of any in Siberia, raise the 
most grain, produce the most but- 
ter, and use the most agricultural 
and other machinery. moun- 
tain districts of Middle Siberia 


along the rivers, and there is still 
less useful land east of Lake Baikal. 

In no country was ao railway. 
destined to work such changes as in 
Siberia, although it runs exactly 
| on the old trading route. The 
huge difficulties incident to travel 
and transportation in pre-railway.

They Are Used There, but Not For the 
: Native Language. 

Typewriters are now made for use in 
uedriy a buudred different languages, 
und. they are sold all over the world, 
but, there is still one great nation 
which, for a very simple reason, has 
bo typewriters that write its tongue. 
That nation is China. 

The English alphabet has twenty-six 
letters, the Russian thirty-six. The 
typewriter produced for the Russian 
market is the largest made, but no 
typewriter could be made that would 
begip to be big enough for the Chinese 
language, which bas po alphabet, but 
is represented by sign cbaracters, of 
whidb there are about 50,000. Of the 
great number of words found in the 
English language only a small propor- 
tion are used for tbe ordinary purposes 
of speech, and the same would be true 
ns t@ the characters used in the Chi- 
nese Janguage, but the number of Chi- 
hese characters commonly employed is 
still far greater than could be put on 
uuy typewriter, So this nation of 400,- 
000,000 people bas no typewriter in its 
own tongue. 

But that doesn't mean that no type- 
writets are sold in China. More and 
more Chinese are Jearning otber lan- 
guages besides their own, and Chinese 
merchants and resident foreign mer- 
chants use typewriters, and they are 


used jn legations and in consular of- 
fices mnd in banks und sbipping offices 
and culleges and by missionaries, by 
various people Altogether there are 
sold is China «a good many typewrit- 
ers. — Washington lost.

If water is boiling in a 
near vacuum the temperature is so 
emall] that the hand thrust into the 
water would actually feel cold. 

What has been said about tle boiling 
point applies to some extent to the 
freezing point, but here it differs for 
different materials, whereas the re- 
marks about the boiling point of water 
apply to the boiling points of all 
liquids. 

Some substances when they freeze 
become larger, while others become 
smaller. On this depends the freezing 
point at different pressures of atmos- 
phere. Water expands on freezing: so 
Go type metal and some other things. 
All other substances become smaller 
on freezing. Water pipes burst when 
the water freezes. Coins of gold and 
silver are stamped instead of being 
molded, for the metals grow smaller on 
freezing or solidifying, and consequent- 
fy the coin would be wabbly. 

It has been found that the things 
that expand on solidifying, as water, 
freeze at a lower temperature when 
the pressure is increased, while the 
others freeze at a higher. When a 
substance that expands freezes under 
higher pressure than usual it has to 
exert more force to shove the pressure 
away, and consequently has to use up 
more of its heat energy, thus losing 
more heat and becoming colder. 

Take the substance that contracts 
when it solidifies. The pressure will 
help it to get smaller, and consequent- 
ly the greater the pressure the less 
heat it has to lose on attaining the 
solid state, so it will freeze at higher 
temperature. If the pressure ia great 
enough it may freeze or solidify at a 


thousand degrees temperature, which 


is high enough to change most sub- 
stances to vapor under ordinary at- 
tmospheric pressure. 

This is one of the reasons advanced 
to prove that the interior of the earth 
is solid, for the assumption is thatthe 
core is made up of substances that 
contract when freezing, and there is, 
of course, an enormous pressure a few 
bundreds of miles below the surface. 

In regard to the boiling points of 
liquids, there is an upper limit to the 
point at which a thing boils—that is, 
changes to the state of vapor. It is 
called the critical temperature. No 
matter how great a pressure exists on 
a substance, if it is at a temperature 
greater than its critical it will change 
to vapor anyhow. 

The ignorance of this point held 
back the making of liquefied gases— 
such as alr, carbon dioxide, ete.—for 
many years. The experimenters tried 
to liquefy gases at ordinary tempera- 
tures by enormous pressures, whereas 
if they had just cooled the gases be- 
low their critical temperatures before 
applying the pressure liquefaction 
would have ensued immediately. 

This is the method employed today 
in making liquid air. The air is com- 
pressed at first and then allowed to 
issue from a small orifice, thus ex- 
panding and cooling, is then pumped 
back and compressed by the pump, 
allowed to go through the orifice 
again, thus cooling still more, until at 
last it is below the critical tempera- 
ture, when the compression caused by 
the pump liquefies it. — Lawrence 
Hodges in Chicago Record-Herald

VALUE OF A PAINTED DOG. 
The One Sir Edwin Landseer Put In 
His Brother’s Picture. 

The late Charles Landseer, the broth: | 
er of Sir Edwin, gained his election as | 
academician witb a picture called “The 
Eve of the Battle of Edge Hill.” A | 
curious and interesting story attaches 

to this picture, 

When it was nearly finished Edwin 
Landseer was asked by Charles to come 
and look at it and remarked that it 
was a very good picture, but “how nice 
a spaniel would look in that corner.”

HIGHEST RAILWAY. 


This Cloud Piercing Road Crosses the 
Mountains of Peru. 

To the question, “Which is the high- 
est railway in the world?” the answer 
is—the Centra! Railway of Peru. In 
other words, the highest point reached 
by any railway line is touched by this 
road, where the altitude of the rails 
reaches 15,865 feet above sea level. To 
reach this point from sea level the 
line passes through fifty-seven tunnels, 
over a dozen principal bridges and_ 
utilizes thirteen switchbacks, but has 
no gradient up to 4% per cent, nor 
does it resort to rack propulsion. A 
band car started at Ticlio will run 
unaided to Callao, the seaport, and, as 
a matter of fact, such a car, equipped 
with safety breaks, runs before each 
passenger train, carrying an inspector 
on the lookout for fallen rocks or other 
dangers. Ticlio, above referred to, is 
the highest station in the world, witb 
an altitude of 15,665 feet. 

The next highest line in the world is 
that from Antofagasta, Chile, to Oruru 
and La Pas, Bolivia. This line bas 
also the distinction of being the nar- | 
rowest gauge line (two and one-half | 
feet) for such a long distance. The 
highest point is at Collahuast, where 
the altitude is 15,899 feet, fifty-six feet

These chan are exactly such as 
were needed ti suit it to the life that 
it is now comselled to lead amid the 
socks and on the mountain sides of 
the islands, where a more rigorous 
physical devel@pment is required than 
was needed inijts former bome.—Har-

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The Hesult Has Frequently Been 
To Make Men Degraded 
and Hopeless, 


There are still a tew people who 
ig our prisons as p to 
which those men and women are 
sent upon whom society desires to 
be reyenged. This was the old 
idea that underlay the treatment 
our ancestors out to 
criminals. Ifa man libelled you, 
you cut his ear off or split his nose, 
or put him in the stocks to be the 
mark for the missiles of the mob; 
if he forged, you hanged him out of 
hard ; while if he happened to be of 
& different political persuasion to 
yourself, and your) party had the 
good fortune to be in power, you 
put him in a loathsome © dungeon, 
and left him there to meditate on 
his opinions, says a writer in 
Everybody's Weekly. 

When the Bastile was taken by 
the Paris mob, an ‘old letter from 
one of the prisoners was found, 
the contents of which ag¢curatel 
describe this principle and its ef- 
fects. “Tf for my consolation,”’ 
eo ran this pathetic epistle, ‘‘Mon- 
seigneur would grant me news of 
my dear wife; were it only her 
name on a card to show that she is 
alive! It were the greatest con- 
solation I could receive! I 
should for ever bless the greatness 
of Monseigneur.”’ 

Nowadays the view of (society's 
attitude towards criminals who 
a i preduce such a tragic letter 
a8 this is no longer generally held. 
Our prisoners are. certainly penal 
establishments, but we punish our 
convicts not out of motives of re- 
venge, but that they may be made 
into good citizens, and other peo- 
ple deterred from the path of 
crime. The British penal system 
is supposed to be once a discipline 
and adeterrent. 

It may be that in its latter in- 
tentions it is successful, that the 
embryo criminal is checked by a 
fear of the punishment that 
awaits him; though crime does not 
decrease, nor our prisons grow 
less full. But as ahealthy dis- 
cipline, which shall make a work 
ing man out of a waster, and a 
good citizen not of a graceless 
criminal, it has been a complete 
failure. 

I have visited all our great penal 
settlements, I have seen a thou- 
sand men parade in the grotesque 
uniform of the Broad Arrow. 
have observed their faces, and 
found nearly every one of them 
hopeless and degraded, the faces 
of animals rather than men, 
it require )no peculiar sagacity to 
arrive at the conclusion that the 
state had failed. To make good 
citizens of such men by such means 
is impossible. 

MAN AND CRIMINAL. 


The difference between the ordin- 
ary man and the criminal is simple 
—one has the social instinct which 
keeps his desire to break the ten 
commondments in check, the other 
is entirely without it. He robs and 
murders, he is vicious and brutal, 
simply because he recognizes bo 
obligation to the society which 
guarautees to him certain rights 
and libertics. When his«crimes

ONLY CHEERFUL PRISON. - 


Our present system fails in one of 
its primary objects—the making of 
‘good citizens out of bad—because 
it is a dehumanising system. Not 
{a prison official to whom I epoke 
in the course of my inquiries hon- 
| @etly believed that any of the 
}convicts under his charge’ would 
ever pass into ordinary life fit to 
j begin his duties anew. The dif- 
ficulty of the problem is due to 
the fact that the state attempts to 
do two things, which are mutually 
antagonistic. If prison is to bea 
| deterrent, it cannot be different to 
what it is; if it is to exist to make 
| good citizens of crimnals, it must 
of necessity cease to be a deter- 
rent. Sooner or later we shall 
| have to decide which of these prin- 
| ciples is to be retained, and which 
is to be rejected. 
_At Borstal—the only cheerful 
prison in England—some sort of 
compromise between these two 

rinciples is being attempted, but 
| ate only the junior adult or the 
youthful criminals are being dealt 
with. The problem of the old lag 
—what is to be done with himgard 
i how he should be treated—ha# not 
| ben touched upon, and still awaits 
solution. 
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OLD WILLS. 


The Most Ancient Known Written 
4,500 Years Ago. 


. Some of the most ancient wills in 
the world are described by Virgil 
M. Harris in a book receutly pub- 
lished. According to Mr. Harris, 
the Mussulman claims that Adam 
himsclf left a will and that seventy 
legions of angels brought him paper 
and pens all the way from Paradise 
and that the Arch-angel Gabriel set 
his seal to the document. 

It is also recorded that Noah left 
a will. He divided the known world 
at that time into three parts and 
left one to each of his sons. 

There exists a curious and anci- 
j@nt testament of Jub discovered 
fand published by Cardinal Mai in 
' 1839. In it Job’s faithful wife, 
| when reduced to the lowest depths 
‘of proverty, is represented as hav- 
ling sold her hair to procure bread 
for her husband 

Jacob, the third of the Hebrew 
patriarchs, died in Egypt at the age 
of 147, but was buried by his sons 
in the Cave of Machpelah at He- 
bron, in Palestine, the traditional 
burial place of the prophets and 
other Biblical characters of their 
time.

the Bank of England as factor 
in the economic growth of the na- 
tion, but rather the ‘‘relations be- 
tween the bank and the English fin- 
ancial administration, and the form 
which they present to-day,” says 
the Brooklyn Eagle. 

Some ‘banks, of which the Ger- 
man Reichsbank and the Bank of 
Japan are examples, have been or- 
ganized out of hand by legislative 
enactment to aid in the adminis- 
tration of government finance and 
to provide banking resources for 
industry and convenience. The 
origin of the immense powers of 
the Bank of England was quite dif- 
ferent. Although the Bank of 
England was founded in 1694 it did 
not gain its present intimate con- 
nection with government finance 
until the nineteenth century. The 
presont powers of the bank were 
acquired as experience showed 
government officials that the facili- 
ties of the bank could be used to 
advantage in the administration of 
the public receipts and expendi- 
tures. In many cases the bank 
was first made tse of by finance 
ministers and phy-masters, and the 
logal authority followed later. In 
the Bank of England. therefore, 
we have the best possible example 
of the development of an institution 
that has, little bv little, taken on 
new functions and now public re- 
sponsibilities as experience showed 
A a to be economically desir- 
able. 


BANK’S PRIVILEGES. 

In 1694 William Paterson and as- 
sociates advanced the government 
£1,200,000 in return for £100,000 a 
year and the privilege of forming a 
corporation under the title, The 
Governor and company of the Bank 
of England. The corporation was 
allowed to deal in bills of exchange, 
to buy and sell gold and silver bul- 
lion, to lend money on_ security, 
with the right of selling the security 
three months after maturity of the 
debt secured. The government 
debt formed the capital stock and 
the bank was allowed to issue notes 
up to that amount. There is no- 
thing in the law establishing the 
bank that indicated any intention 
of turning the management of the 
public debt over to it. None of the 
functions of the exchequer was to 
be exercised by it. However, the 
bank at once showed its importance 
in relation to the government credit 
by cashing the bills representing the 
public debt. 

In 1697 a new bank act allowed 
the Bank of England to increase 
its capital stock by taking subscrip- 
tions in bank notes and govern- 
ment bills. In 1708 the capital 
stock was again increased through 
a loan to the government and the 
monopoly of the bank was protect- 
ed by a provision prohibiting com-

NARCOTIC CARTRIDGE. 


Karl Burgsmuller, of Kreiensen, 
Germany, has devised a means for

THE FOUNDATION 


of the Bank of. England forms the 
transition from the system of float- 
ing to that of funded debt. The 
Bank of England, however, was 
not the only institution that receiv- 
ed its corporate privileges because 
of its relations to the government 
|debt- In 1608 the English com- 
' pany trading to the East Indies was 
‘granted certain exclusive _ trad- 
ing rights in return for an advance 
of £2,000,000 at eight per cent. ; 
in 1711 the South Sea Company was 
granted the exclusive privilege of 
trading in the South Sea in return 
for the advance of funds used_ to 
consolidate the floating debt. The 
Ban of England, however, is the 
only institution which has surviv 
ed and which has continued to 
serve the government. 

The growth of the relations he- 
tween the bank and the exchequer 
is well illustrated by the history of 
the exchequer bills. These bills 
were originally issued to furnisha 
currency; later they became & 
means of anticipating revenue. 
‘At their first issue, in 1696, they 
were negotiable securities, payable 
on demand, without other guaranty 
than the public eredit in general.” 
Later they were accepted in pay- 
ment of taxes and the bank was ap- 
pointed to cxsh them and given “‘a 
voice in deciding the total value of 
the bills issued. The exchequer 
bills thus acquired for the public 
the same value as the bank's own 
notes, while they served as a bond 
between the state and the bank. 
which bound *the two together in 
even closer welations through re- 
enlarly repeated loans and con- 
tracts and, finally, through the 
funding of the bills into 


A PERMANENT DEBT 


until the state should repay the 
capital needed to cash them. 

‘As the government debt was in- 
creased from time to time its ad- 
ministration was deputed to the 
bank or to the trading companies. 
The position of the agents varicd 
according to whether they advanced 
the funds directly or simply acted 
as intermediaries. In the first 
case their capital stock was increas- 
ed by the amount advanced; in the 
second ease, they took subserip- 
tions for the government debt or 
annuities, kept proper accounts, 
turned over the amount subscrib- 
ed to the exchequer and managed 
the semi-annual interest payments. 
The hank was finally given, exclu- 
sive charge of the business of handl- 
ing the government debt. }

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CONCERNING SNAKES. 


Way to Kill Ordinary Varieties Is 


To Rap Them on the Back. 


The first impulee of aman on see- 
ing a snake is to stamp on its head, 
which, according to the Rosary 
Magazine, is unwise. A snake's 
skull is very tough, as behoovésa 
part of the body that is always 
liable to be knocked against stones, 
&e., owing to the cxtreme short 
sightedness of all serpents. 

The back, the contrary, can 
be broken with a light rap, for it 
consists of a delicate system of ball 
and socket joints. Should snakes 
be harmless the best plan is ‘ to 
eave them alone; should they be 
dangerous a shot from a revolver 
is safe and effective. 

In case no revolver is at hand a 
rap with a cane will be sufficient, 
but care must be taken to keep 
away from the head of the creature. 

A snake does not normally go 
about hitting its skull against hard 
objects; it only does this when in 
a hurry. Moving at its ordinary 
pace it feels its way with its long, 
delicate, forked tongue. 

In the same way when about to 
swallow its food it touches it all 
over with its tongue in order to 
ascertain where to take hold, and 
this process has given rise to the 
mistaken idea that a snake covers 
its prey with saliva prior to swal- 
lowing it. No doubt a consider- 
able quantity of saliva is generat- 
ed during the precess of degluti- 
tion, but it does not come from the 
tongue, which is merely used as & 
feeler. 

When a snake bites it bisects fte 
head up to the nape of its neck and 
opens its jaws till they are in the 
at right angles 
to the body. These jaws are pro- 
vided with six rows of et A 
teeth, four on the upper Jaw an 
two on the lower jaw.
